The Brazilians say the ‘Germans 
like our sugar, but they are fond of refined sugar, we cannot 
refine our sugar, and the Germans are not willing to do so.’ 
But we again say, ‘Oh, we are aware of that, we will step 
in and help you, we will refine your sugar for you.’ (Cheers ). 
So that however sinful it may be to continue slave-labour 
sugar, there is no sin in refining it, (Cheers). We refine 
it then, and think we have done. Not a bit. The Brazilians 
say, ‘We have a great deal more sugar than the Germans 
want; what are we to do with it?’ And what do we say in 
reply? Why we say, ‘We will buy it of you, we will not 
eat it ourselves, because we are conscientious men, but will 
send it to our West India islands, and to our distant settle- 
ments, there to be consumed by the negro or the colonist, 
who has no right to a conscience. (Loud cheers). It can 
do them no harm to eat slave-labour sugar, and to prevent 
any difficulty, we tell you that if that will not do, and if 
through any accident our own sugar shall get dear, we will 
eat your slave-grown sugar ourselves.’ (Cheers). Now 
without wishing to give the yep offence, I ask, is uot 
this the grossest hypocrisy ? (Loud cheers). And are we 
to be asked to forego an arrangement which will be dttended 
with relief to our commerce and with assistance to our 
finances, upon pretences so hollow and so inconsistent with 
what we are doing every day ?” 

Lord Palmerston, with justice, claimed credit for 
the Government for having done more to abolish 
the slave trade than any preceding administration, 
and he argued that the improvement of our com- 
mercial relations with the Brazils would do more 
good in facilitating arrangements for the extinction 
of the slave trade, than harm in extending, to some 
slight degree, the market for slave-grown sugar. 
As for the old doctrine of the planters, adopted for 
the nonce by those who so long and warmly con- 
troverted it, that free labour cannot compete with 
slave labour, Lord Palmerstor-observed— 

“ The argument of those gentlemen is, that the free Ja- 
bourers of the West Indies cannot compete with the slaves 
of Cuba and Brazil. What was that but saying to the Bra- 
zilians and Spaniards that we have been telling them un- 
truths all the while with respect to this question? Will 
they not think that we have added to the odiousness of our 
commercial hostility the meanness of duplicity and, false- 
hood ? (Cheers. ) That we have been endeavouring to trepan 
them into the abolition of the slave trade on false pretences, 
knowing and believing that slave labour was the cheapest, 
whilst we urged them to abandon it, under the that 
it was the dearest ? (Cheers.) Convince them by your acts 
that your doctrines are sincere—convince them you be- 
lieve tree labour to be the cheapest, by admitting the produce 
of slave labour not into free competition with that of free 
labour, but allowing it to come into the market subject to a 
discriminating duty of nearly 50 per cent. ( Hear.)

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MR O’CONNELL’S MOTION AS TO SLAVE- 
GROWN SUGAR. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE EXAMINER, 


Sir,—I have sed with much interest your remarks 
on the restrictive duties on Indian produce, and, with not 
less curiosity, the report of the discussion on the same 
subject in the Commons House of Parliament. 

perceive that Mr O’Connell has announced his inten- 
tion of hampering the intended concession by restrictions, 
and thus virtually neutralizing the intended benefit, and 
this on the ground that the produce of slave labour may 
be imported from the East Indies. 

Now if O’Connell does not know he ought to be told, 
that predial slavery is confined to a few districts in India, 
and that the extensive sugar manufactories in Bengal and 
the nascent establishments in Bombay know nothing of 
slave labour nor of slave-raised produce. But, in fact, 
this outery against slavery in India, raised at the eleventh 
hour, and raised by two lawyers, has a suspicious air, and 
one is tempted to believe that it is part and parcel of a 
system of intentional humbug, resorted to as a last re- 
source when it is found that the just and legitimate claims 
of a large body of peaceable and industrious British sub- 
jects can no longer be staved off under the plea of protec- 
tion to our older colonies. 

Do not fancy that I bring forward this statement from 
imperfect knowledge. I do not give it you as a prop to 
Leadenhall street dividends, in which I have no manner 
of concern. No, I write you from the midst of the free 
people thus maligned. Your remarks are made in a very 
different spirit to those of the lawyer philanthropists, 
whose speeches you report; still I may take leave to put 
you right on a few trifling points wherein it appears to me 
that you areinerror. For instance, you quote the words of a 
witness examined on last year’s committee, to the effect 
that “the limit of the consumption of British manufac. 
tures in India would be only its power of paying for them 
by the produce of the soil.” Now, it occurs to me that 
the consumption of our cotton manufactures in particular 
is by no means likely to be so unlimited. 

The fact is, that in the heavy and coarse 8, which 
the labouring classes in India use (and the labourin 
classes compose four-fifths of the community), so much o 
the raw material is required for the fabric, that the Eng- 
lish manufacturer cannot compete with the Indian hand- 
loom weaver, who has his materials on the spot. For 
experience of this fact, 1 appeal to Manchester houses, 
who have, I believe, tried- the thing and failed (as might 
have been expected) in the attempt. In like manner 
heavy goods made from the Europe twist have earned, and 
I believe deservedly, throughout India a reputation for 
rottenness and flimsiness, so that they are never pur- 
chased when others can be had. It is, perhaps, fortanate 
that this natural barrier exists to the extensive philan- 
—*1 of our dealers, who, with liberality constantly on 
their lips, have been doing their-best to beggar a nume- 
rous population, and to dry up our sources of revenue, 
The hardware of Europe has been extensively imported 
into India, aod in many instances with benefit to the 
people ; but it is @ mistake to suppose that our Europe 
tools can ever supplant those of the native workman, par.

1 amusement. Mr Borrow writes of Gypsies as 
yen iraordinary . knowledge of Gypsyism, 
only an éxtraordinary / 
originating In a still more extraordinary natura 
taste for it, could possibly have written. For this 
taste, he does not attem t to account, nor does he 
suffer it to influence with any kind of partiality the 
result of his observations. While he does not ag- 
gravate the crimes of this strange people, he cer- 
tainly does not gild them with imaginary virtues. 
The most extraordinary circumstance about them 
would seem to be, that neither in virtue nor in vice 
are they to be judged as the rest of the world. 
They practise both, ut in their own peculiar mode. 
The moral scales in which they are to be weighed, 
hang like Mahomet’s coffin. Mr Borrow protests 
that they are the least susceptible of virtue, among 
all the people he has ever seen ; and he adds, that 
from licentious habits they are erhaps more free 
than any race in the creation. & uch indeed is the 
mixed feeling with which these capricious creatures 
have inspired our ingenious author, that it seems 
to be only after hard thinking, and the exercise of 
infinite charity, that he comes to the following 
satisfactory and striking conclusion. “ From what- 
ever country they come, whether from India or 
Egypt, there can be no doubt they are human be- 
ings and have immortal souls,” 

‘The literature, as well as the customs of the 
people, is matter of curious inquiry in the vo- 
fumes, ‘They end with a vocabulary of Rommany 
dialect; the result of much patient and well re- 
warded labour. This vocabulary seems to have 
been snatched by Mr Borrow out of the very last 
wreck of the language, and it is really not unlikely 
that the infermation thus collected, at cost of no 
slight industry and even peril, will suggest more 
of the origin of these mysterious people than any- 
thing yet discovered or suggested respecting them. 
lt is well worthy the attention of the learned. 
One thing is also certain, that it very decisively 
exposes the ignorance of the unlearned ; undoing 
with all imaginable ‘ease the fashionable patter of 
Rommany hitherto very current in modern novels. 
We must sympathise with Mr Borrow in his disco- 
very that our words hoax and hocus have been im- 
mediately derived from the language of the Gypsies. 
“There is good reason to believe,” he gravely adds, 
“that they first introduced the system into Europe, 
to which those words belong.” 

And indeed such a hoaxing, thieving, quafling, 
drinking; merry, laughing, and unthinking—race, 
as this which Mr Borrow has admirably delineated, 
hever Came so vividly within our view in any book 
eiore. As they were in the beginning, they con- 
tinue still. More or Jess severity, more or Jess 
Persecution, has driven them out of one country, 
or settled them in another; but never brought any 
material change in their ‘habits or pursuits. ‘The 
toleration of them that has sprung up in modern 
fe seems indeed to haye mitigated’ the terror

Mr Borrow prefaces his book with some general 
description of the various kinds of ies in 
Europe, and a graphic sketch of a portion of his 
Gypsy experience in England, wherein the in- 
famous Thurtell cuts a characteristic figure. Of all 
these experiences, however, this is the chief result : 

* One of the most remarkable features in the history of 
Gypsies is the striking similarity of their pursuits in every 
region of the globe to which they have penetrated; they are 
not merely alike in limb and in feature, in the cast and ex- 
pression of the eye, in the colour of the hair, in their walk 
and gait, but everywhere they seem to exhibit the same 
tendencies, and to hunt for their bread by the same means 
as if they were not of the human but-rather of the animal 
species, and in lieu of reason were endowed with a kind of 
——— assists them to a very limited extent aud no 
arther. 


And thus, in the graphie and well-marked sketch 
of the Gypsy woman of Spain, we find the Gypsy 
woman of every country; 


“ A very singular kind of women are the Gitanas, far more 
remarkable in most points than théir husbands, in whose 
pursuits of low cheating and petty robbery there is little 
capable of exciting much interest; but if there be one be 
in the world who, more than another, deserves the title o 
sorceress (and where do you find a word of greater romance 
and more thrilling interest ?) it is the Gypsy female in the 

rime and vigour of her age and ripeness of her understand- 
ing—the Gypsy wife, the mother of two or three children. 
Mention to me a point of devilry with which that woman is 
not acquainted, She can at any time, when it suits her, show 
herself as expert a jockey as her husband, and he appears to 
advantage jn no otlier character, and is only eloquent when 
descanting on the merits of some particular animal; but she 
can do much more; she is a prophetess, though she believes 
not in prophecy; she is a physician, though she will not 
taste her own philters ; she is a procuress, though she is not 
to be procured; she is a singer of obscene songs, though 
she will suffer no obscene hand to touch her; and though no 
one is more tenacious of the little she possesses, she is a 
cut-purse and a shop-lifter whenever opportunity shall offer.” 


In another passage, Mr Borrow remarks: 


« No females in the world can be more licentious in word 
and gesture, in dance and in song, than the Gitanas; but 
there they stop: and so of old, if their titled visitors pre- 
sumed to seek for more, an unsheathed dagger or gleaming 
knife speedily repulsed those who expected that the gem 
most dear amongst the sect of the Roma was within the 
reach of a Busno.” 


And this arises not merely from the distinctions 
of class, or the inveterate prejudice of races: it 
acts with equal force in their relations with each 
other : 


“There is a word in the Gypsy language to which those 
who speak it attach ideas of peculiar reverence, far superior 
to that connected with the name of the Supreme Being, the 
creator of themselves and the universe. ‘This word is Ldacha, 
which with them is the corporeal chastity of the females; 
we say corporeal chastity, for no other do they hold in the 
slightest esteem ; it is lawful amongst them, nay praiseworthy, 
to be obscene in look, gesture, and discourse, to be accessa- 
ries to vice, and to stand by and laugh at the worst abomi- 
nations of the Busné, provided their Lacha ye t » oF 
corporeal chastity, remains unblemished. The Gypsy child, 
from her earliest years, is told by her strange mother, that 
a good Calli need only dread one thing in this world, and that 
is the loss of Lacha, in comparison with which that of life is 
of little consequence, as in such an event she will be provided 
for, but what provision ig there for a Gypsy who has lost her 
Lacha? ‘Bear this ip mind, my child,” she will say, ‘ and 
now eat this bread, and go forth and see what you can 
steal.” She is, however, by no means content with advice 
and exhortation. She has recourse to other means for 
securing her daughter’s Lacha.” 


Resisting many strong temptations to extract, 
we content ourselves with two more brief passages. 
One relates to the formidable aspect assumed by the 
Gypsy bands, before the milder laws of modern 
Spain admitted them to quiet residence in the towns 
and villages ; 

“It was not uncommon for a large band or tribe to en- 
camp in the vicinity of a remote village scantily ed, 
to remain there until, like a —* ot locusts, mm | had con- 
sumed éverything which the inhabitants posse for pe 
support ; or until they were scared away by the approach of 
justice, or by an any of rustics assembled from the sur- 
rounding country. Then would ensue the hurried march ; 
the women and childrea, mounted on lean but spirited asses. 
would scour along the plains fleeter than the wind; ragy 
and savage-lookwg men, wielding the scourge and ’ 
would scamper by their side or close behind, whilst per aps 
a small party on strong horses, armed with rusty matchlocks 
or sabres, would bring up the rear, threatening the distant 
foe, and now and then saluting them with a hoarse blast from 
}the Gypsy horn: :

Our last extract is a curious exemplification of 
the physical features and changes of Gypsyism. 
By nature, the Rommany race would seem to be 
the most beautiful in the world; by the habits of

most hideously ugly. Mr Borrow's remark illus- 


trates the adage, that it takes an angel to make a 
demon ;

The poetry of the Zincali, though rife with 
cheating and villany of all kinds, and in its objects 
and lessons inculeating a kind of moral Thuggism, 
is not devoid of passages of exquisite beauty 
and natural gentleness, still less of those of rude 
fierce — The swarthy lover threatens to. 
slay his betrothed even at the feet of Jesus, should 
she prove unfaithful : 

* To blessed Jesus’ holy feet 
I'd rush to kill and slay 
My plighted lass so fair and sweet, 
Should she the wanton play.” 

The fierce Gypsy who loves “yy his degree, 
hopes to bear away the beauty of Spanish race, 
hy the magic sound of a word of Rommany whis- 
pered in her ear. And the relenting lover thus 
sighs forth his repentance to the fair one he has

The Poetical Works of James Montgomery. Col- 
lected by Himself, Longman and Co, 

A collected edition of the works of this amiable 
and earnest poet, will no doubt be acceptable’ to 
a large class of readers, It is to be comprised in 
four volumes, of which the first is now before us, 
illustrated by those prefatory notices of mingled 
anecdote an * y that have been so popular 
in publications of this kind, and seem now to have 
become essential. This first volume comprises 
“The Wanderer of Switzerland,” “The West In- 
dies’ (a poem in honour of the abolition of the 
slave trade), ‘‘ Miscellaneous Poems,” and “ Prison 
Amusements.” 

The latter title, we need scarcely remark, in- — 
dicates what was written by Mr Montgomery 
when under confinement in York Castle for a poli- 
tical offence. This was in the good old days of 
Toryism; and there is 4 curious revelation about 
the matter in the volume before us, which illus- 
trates the Toryism of those good old days. The 
present time was not inapt for the disclosure. 

We had thought that Mr Montgomery, at that 
period and for many successive years the Editor of 
the Sheffield Iris, had suffered imprisonment for 
an over-heated effusion of his own.

“ Five-and-forty years after these things, ia the spring of 
1839, a packet was put into my hands, pages several of 
the original documents connected with my trial for a sedi- 
tious libel at Doncaster, in 1795. Among these there is a 
letter signed by the Duke of Portland, his Majesty's Secre-

“ Thus, after the lapse of nearly half a century, the true 
key to the measures of my adversaries against me is found.” 


And another true key to the character of Toryism. 


Of the character of Mr Montgomery’s poetry we 
will say, that without any extraordinary power of 
genius, it has secured for itself the probability of a 
long-enduring and attentive audience. Always 
just in feeling, for the most part pure and beau- 
tiful in expression, it has appealed to some of the 
simplest, the most earnest, and the most amiable 
of human sympathies. It has avoided everything 
i the nature of a ‘school;’ it has never pandered 
to the temporary fashions or passions of the time ; 
it has clothed with appropriate verse the thoughts 
of gentle and loving hearts in every kind and con- 
dition; and in charity, forbearance, considerate 
love, and genuine hatred of all kinds of oppression, 
will be found to have struck a chord of no slight 
echo or brief duration. 


A Summer in Western France. By T. Adolphus 
Trollope, Esq., B.A. Edited by Frances Trol- 
lope. Two vols. Colburn. 

Mr Trollope had already described a Summer in 
Britanny with sufficient skill and success, to give 
us a foretaste of the pleasure we have derived from 
this Summer in Western France. We like these 
rambles in out-of-the-way tracks; this avoidance 
of the great towns, and the great houses, and the 
great roads; this taking up with the far-away pro- 
vinces, the little market towns, the secluded ham- 
lets, and the scattered gra Such is the bill of 
fare held out by Mr Trollope, and the entertain- 
ment does not fall short of it. He is a zealous and 
earnest traveller ; with a good eye for natural land- 
scape, a quick perception of amusing points of cha- 
racter, and a taste for that genial kind of antiquity 
which is not altogether covered over with rust and 
green mould. Some of the historical recollections 
are the pleasantest of his book.

Her new roads in her more backward and 
hitherto neglected provinces, and improved roads throughout 
the kingdom; her greatly-iner means of communica- 
tion by the almost daily establishment of new competitors in 
the carrying business on the public roads, and the formation 
of new companies for the navigation by steam of rivers 
hitherto profitless to commerce ; the almost daily commence- 
ment or completion of quays, bridges, and other public works, 
in almost every part of, the country; the cultivation of much 
hitherto uninclosed ground in many provinces, and the gene- 
ral establishment throughout the country of agricultural and 
industrial societies, are al! manifest and easily recognized 

roofs of the progress France is making in the various 
—32 of material civilization.” 
It is precisely because the evidences of a nation’s 
moral civilization do not lie “quite so much upon 
the surface of things,” that we cannot exactly 
trust it to Mr Trollope, with all his political pre- 
judices, to deliver a just or impartial opinion on 
that profounder portion of the subject. 








THEATRICAL EXAMINER. 


MADEMOISELLE RACHEL’S “ CAMILLE.” 

These Turks are very much Frenchified. So 
said Corneille on the first representation of the 
Bajazet of Racine. And so must every one have 
thought, substituting Romans for Turks, at last 
week's representation of the Horaces of Corneille. 
This was at her Majesty’s Theatre on the 14th inst., 
when the part of Camille was sustained by Made- 
moiselle Rachel. 
The Horaces is not nearly so fine a tragedy as 
Andromaque, but the performance of Camille is 
quite as decisive of the actress’s genius as that of 
Hermione. Nor have we anything of our last 
week’s remarks upon her style, to alter or to take 
away. The general grasp of the meaning and 
purpose of the character; the clearness of design, 
realized with faultless precision; the motive and 
inducement to the passion, in close neighbourhood 
and union with the passion itself; above all, the 
innermost truth of .woman’s tenderness, obvious 
and unforgotten alike in storm and calm; were in 
the second performance as in the first. None but 
an actress possessed of the highest order of genius 
in her art, could have dared to place in such close 
contrast at the last scene, the burst of grief upon 
the words O mon cher Curiace, and that of un- 
controllable fury upon the speech that followed. 
It was because she made you feel in these opposite 
emotions one common source, that the heart re- 
gag in the same instant to the equal truth of 
both. 

Where this new performance guided us to the 
detection of new beauties, we found to be in an 
increased force and variety of impassioned decla- 
mation, and in a still greater expressiveness of 
silent action and bye-play. Corneille has thrown the 
actress upon these. When Camille is not making 
long speeches, she is saying little or nothing. The 
very crisis of her suffering and passion may be said 
to be suspended between two mortal harangues ; one 
of fifty-two lines to which she listens ; and one of 
fifty-six which she speaks. It is a grave test. We 
know of no living actress to whom either of these 
orations, taken singly, would not infallibly prove 


in both. 

. . Non parla e dica gran cosa, said the great 
prince of the creator of Italian pantomime. We sa 
the same of this fine actress in Camille. She speaks 
not, but she says great things, As she listens to 
the happy strain of her lover in the first act; as she 
watches him with a trembling agony of suspense 
during the speech of Sabine in the second; as in 
the third she hears of the death of her brothers ; 
not a word is wanting to the entire and perfect 
charm of impassioned art, And of the latter effect 
of these we will add, that in the avoidance of an 
utter abandonment to grief by the restraining in- 
stinct of her lover's , we recognized one of 
those nice and delicate traits which are only to be 
seized by a great actor. 

The master-piece of declamation in the early 
portion of the tragedy is the speech iptive of 
the oracle.

MADEMOISELLE RACHEL'S «‘ ROXANE.” 

The most crowded audience we have seen at these plays, 
had assembled on Friday the 21st, for the performance of 
Rowane in the Bajazet of Racine. It seemed to stimu. 
late the actress and supply her with new strength. Her 
effects were sustained throughout with greater physical 
power. A slight hesitation and confusion in the third 
scene of the tragedy, where she suddenly lost the word, 
gave perhaps greater impulse to the striking exertion she 
afterwards made. 

There is an anecdote told of Voltaire, whose exquisite 
knowledge of the dramatic art has always beea acknow- 
ledged, that he was once instructing a young and inex- 
perienced actress at the rehearsal of one of his own 
tragedies. “ But were I to play in this manner, sir,” she 
remonstrated, “ the world would say the devil was in me.” 
—“* Very right,” said the philosopher, * the world would 
say very right. An actress ought to have the devil in 
her.” In Ruvane, Mademoiselle Rachel perfectly ful- 
filled this condition, She had a devil, assuredly. And 
this in all the senses of the word. The devil of Hermione 
and Camille, was an angel outraged and fallen; that of 
Roxane, was a devil incarnate. When she entered in the 
first scene, her determined attitude as she listened to 
Acomat, with a hand unconsciously rested on the hilt of 
her dagger, prepared us for the character of the passion of 
Roxane before she uttered a word. When she spoke, her 
voice had lost its softness. It was not the love of 
Hermione or Camille that the scenes with Bajazct ex- 
pressed ; it was a grosser passion. In the one you saw @ 
moral dignity and elevation through even the vengeance 
of love betrayed ; in the other there was nothing but baffled 
lust, its distempered cravings and ferocious cruelty. Not 
that it is without occasion for pity; the genius of the 
actress secures it that. Perhaps she has done nothing 
finer in all her performances than the expression she 
ives to the passage in which she checks her abando 
impulse to order Bojazet to the bow-string, and gives al 
den expression to a passion as abandoned.

SUGAR DUTIES. 

Before the adjourned debate was resumed, Mr Wynn 
rose and urged Lord John Russell to exert his influence to 
have the debate brought toa close that evening,—Lord J. 
RUSSELL said, that while members representing large con- 
stituencies were desirous of addressing the house, he did not 
see how he could interfere to prevent their doing so.—Sir E. 
Knatchbull was called on by the Speaker to resume the de- 
bate, but declined speaking.—Sir C. GREY passed in review 
the foreign and colonial occurrences that had given rise to 
the financial exigencies of the country, and reminded the 
house that the rigidity of the colonial system had been gra- 
dually relaxed, so that those interested in the maintenance 
of monopoly had had abundant warning of the change of 
system now proposed. The right hon. gentleman dwelt with 
earnestness on the heavy mortgage placed by the national 
debt upon the real property of the country.—Mr SmyTHE 
admitted that the measures pro by government would 
benefit the consumer and would benefit the revenue ; but the 
injury which they would inflict on the colonies and on the 
national character would more than counterbalance the be- 
nefits likely to arise from the change.—Mr AINSWORTH 
anticipated a great extension of Knglish commerce from the 
adoption of a more liberal policy towards Brazil, and felt at 
a loss to understand how any gentleman, representing a 
manufacturing district, could withhold his support from mea- 
sures likely to place our trade and manufactures on a very 
improved basis, The plan proposed by ministers would have 
the effect of relieving a very great portion of the distress 
that now prevailed in the country—Mr HopaEs condemned 
the principle of a fixed duty on corn, but would support the 
other portions of the ministerial budgej.—Mr TroTTEer 
did not believe that an importation of corn would neces- 
sarily lead to an exportation of manufactures.—Mr W.

In like manner 
the eme ‘was full of political evil; it put in hazard 
the great experiment now in ss among oor West 
Indian population, and it tended to the aggravation of sla- 
very and the slave trade. He cited the authorities of Mr 
J. J. Gurney and of Sir T. F. Buxton to show the extreme 
importance of maintaining the prohibitory duties. The real 
doctrine of fair trade was to consume invariably the cheapest 
article, whether British, colonial, or foreign, and this with- 
out any protection whatever; but that was not the doctrine 
of these propositions: their scope was to give protection to 
native , and to consume colonial articles at a price 
mach higher than would procure the like articles from 
foreign countries. Lord J. Russell had talked of the exist- 
ing system as intended for the benefit of class interests, 
He could hardly conceive how it was possible for ministers 
to suppose that the laws now in force were constructed upon 
so miserably short-sighted a principle, or how the ministers 
themselves should — so miserably short-sighted. The 
shipping interest, for instance, was protected, not for the 
sake of the ship.owners as a class, but for the sake of that 
military marine, on which depettded the security of the 
nation at large; and it was on the same principle of 
eneral national benefit that the other great interests 
ad been protected by the policy of our law. (Cheers.) 
—Mr ViLvirens aids that the préceding speaker had not 
proved the connexion asserted by him between the present 
deficiencies of révenue and the feebleness of the ministers.

is the rapidity with which the feeling communicates itself 
and finds expression in a petition to the legislature. Take 
an example. The Barnsley petition for the repeal of the 
corn laws was sent up on T uesday evening to Mor- 
peth for presentation ; it received 1,498 signatures in the 
short space of five hours. Also petitions trom the follow- 
ing places, viz., Worsborough 400, Ardsley 224, Dod- 
worth 251 signatures; and in Glasgow, again (whieh the 
Times threatens with two Tory members at the approach- 
ing election), it is stated that the petition to parliament 
in support of the government measure bad only been laid 
down four days, and already received in Glasgow 36,000 
signatures. A separate petition of the Dissenting and 
Seceding clergy of Glasgow and neighbourhood had re~ 
ceived 84 signatures, which have since increased.

Thirteen petitions against 
the bread-tax were sent for presentation from various pa- 
rishes around Torrington. — Leicester, in the course 
of the next week, they will send petitions from thirty dif.

FELONY aAmone Peers.—A bill just brought down 
from the Lords proposes to enact, that every Lord of Par- 
liament or Peer of this realm, having place and voice in 
Parliament, against whom any indictment for felony may 
be found, shali plead to such indictment, and shall upon 
conviction be liable to the same punishment as any other 
of her Majesty’s subjects are or may be liable upon con- 
viction for such felony, any law or usage to the contrary 
in any wise notwithstanding. 

GOVERNMENT NoT 80 Bap.—The Times stated that 
the government of its own accord had put off the sailing 
hence of the regular Jamaica packet of the 15th until the 
18th inst. The government has the credit of delaying the 
sailing of the packet, it is true, but this was in compliance 
with a request made by the West India people themselves 
in the city ; so that if the ** bad news” alluded to has a 
quicker transit than could have been wished, it rests with 
toe West India gentlemen in the city, and not with the 
powers that be.

—At the annual meeting of this society, the report, read 
by the Rev. Owen Clarke, stated that the cause of the 
society (which is not that of abstinence from wine or beer, 
but only from spirits, except as a medicine) was making a 
steady progress. Reference was made to the bill of J. 8. 
Pakington, Esq., M.P., to remove a number of the pre- 
sent beer. shops, and improve the character of those that 
remain, by which 2,814 beer-shops have been already 
closed, The committee observed with great interest that 
whilst the circuit of the Metropolitan Police Force was 
increased by a population of 267,266, the number of 
drunken cases taken into custody for the past year was 
4,764 less than in the preceding one, and of disorderlies 
3,700 less than in 1839. From official returns, it ap- 
peared that the quantities of malt used by the brewers, 
publicans, and beer-shop keepers for the years 1839 and 
1840 were as follows:—In 1839, England, 29,816,387 
bushels; in 1840, 29,606,687 bushels ; decrease, 209,700 
bushels. In 1839, Scotland, 1,028,782 bushels; in 1840, 
996,014 bushels; decrease, 32,768 bushels. In 1839, 
Ireland, 1,813,783 bushels ; in 1840, 1,279,466 bushels ;

TRIAL OF MADAME LAFFARGE, 


On the day of trial numerous ladies crowded to the audi- 
ence-hall of Tulle, in order to obtain a good view of the pri- 
soner, who more than once could not refrain from smiling at 
the extreme eagerness with which she was surveyed. The 
Procureur du Roi strongly reproved Marie Laffarge for th 
confidence with which, branded as she was bya crianinal 
condemnation of the deepest stamp, she attempted to throw 
back upon Madame Léotaud the odium which had been cast 
upon herself.—M. Coralli was aware of what was intended, 
for it had that day been avowed, as it had several times been 
said in the journals, that much less was thought of escaping 
from the foul accusation of theft than of loading Madame 
de Léotaud with shame and disgrace, “ Will this —* 
that the diamonds were not stolen? That Madame Laffarge 
was not the thief? I never make vain threots, but, Marie 
Capelle, I will reduce you to the last extremity; I will 
prove, mind you, that, in addition to your title of poisoner, 
you deserve that of thief.”— Madame Laffarge, rising in great 
agitation, and pointing with indignation at the counsel for the 
Léotaud family, exclaimed, “ M. le President—M. Coralli 
that is not true,” and then sunk back into her chair as if b 
a convulsive movement. Her countenance became mu 
changed.—M. Coralli: I call you a thief and calumniator ; I 
have the right to do so, and I will make use of it,—The pri- 
goner for atime appeared to be quite overwhelmed, murmer 
ing repeatedly, “No, no! It is nottrue, It is a shame- 
ful——.”-— M. Lachaud endeavoured to pacify her, andthe- 
whole court was greatly moved —The President rang his 
bell, and declared that the pleadings were closed; but M. 
Lachaud rose, and with great warmth demanded the right 
the law allowed him of speaking last in behalf of the pri- 
soner, and this being granted by the President, he said, “I 
can be no longer calm.

VIOLATION AND ATTEMPTED SUICIDE.—On Tuesday 
morning, a fellow, about 22 years of age, nearly 6 feet high, 
named Charles rs, was brought before the magistrates 
at Eton, charged by Maria Streams, the wife of a labouring 
man, with having, on the afternoon of Saturday last, violated 
her person at Denham, near Uxbridge. The prosecutrix 
stated that she was at work on a piece of land called the 
Thirty-acre field with the mother of the prisoner, who being 
taken ill, she (the witness) had gone to an adjoining field, to 
inform the elder Rogers of that circumstance. The prisoner 
followed her back (his father being considerably in 22 
knocked her down by a blow which nearly stunned her, an 
while in this state effected his purpose. James Harris stated 
that he was at work in Thirty-acre field on Satarday after- 
noon, when he heard the screams of a woman for help. The 
prosecatrix was so exhausted that it was some time before 
she had regained sofficient strength to enable her to walk 
home. John Thompson deposed, that having heard on 
Saturday afternoon that a man had attempted to destroy 
himself by drowning, he proceeded to a branch of the river 
Colne, where he found the prisoner with his head lying on 
the bank, and the rest of his body in the water, apparently 
dead. He was taken out, and after the usual means were 
resorted to to restore him for upwards of two hours, he 
recovered. He had since twice attempted to effect his 
escape. The prisoner, who maintained a sullen reserve 
during the examination, declined to say anything, and he 
was committed to Aylesbury gaol. He was convicted before 
the same bench of magistrates in August, 1839, of a brutal 
assault, in the day-time, upon a young woman named 
Yharlotte Bunce, and for this offence he suffered two months’ 
imprisonment and hard labour. 

ITCHCRAFT IN THE NINETEENTH CENTURY.—At 
the Town hall, Brecon, Margaret Bird was charged with 
assoulting an old woman, 75 years of age, whose face bore 
marks of great violence. From her evidence, corroborated 
by that of her neighbours, it appeared that the defendant had 
burst o the door of her dwelling-hcuse, and had assaulted 
her while in bed, by kneeling on her breast and beating and 
scratching her in a most violent and bratel manner. The 
defendant, in reply to the charge, confidently urged that the 
old dame was in Jeague with the powers of darkness, and 
was, beyond all doubt, a veritable witch! Acting under 
this impression, and suffering from the pains of ear-ache, 
produced, as she firmly believed, by the incantations of the 
complainant, she admitted having used considerable vio- 
lence towards her. The reasoning of the bench seemed to 
have no effect on her superstitious feelings, and she was 
committed to prison for a term of two months, in default 
of a fine of 5L, and was further ordered to find securities 
t» keep the peace for four months.— Brecon Silurian.

She was possessed of pro- 
perty, which they had been living wpon.—The defendant 
was taken back to Worcester, and on the following day was 
committed as a vagabond to the House of Correction for one 
calendar month, and to be kept at hard labour. 





ACCIDENTS, OFFENCES, &c. 


Narrow EscaPe.—Thursday afternoon, as a female, re- 
siding in Blackfriars road, was proceeding along the foot- 
pavement in William street, the paving stones suddenly gave 
way, and she was precipitated into the common sewer which 
ran beneath, a depth of several feet. If assistance had not 
been promptly rendered, she must heve been suffocated. She 
was taken out in a pitiable condition. Had the accident oc- 
curred at a late hour at night, loss of life, if assistance was 
not at hand, must have been the consequence. She was 
severely injured by the fall. 

FEeRocity oF A GAME Cock.—Thursday morning, as a 
little boy, the son of Mr Valentine, was sitting on the steps 
of a door in Wapping, a game cock flew at him and inflicted 
a severe wound in his left eye. The cock repeated his at- 
tacks till he got the boy down, and then beat him severely 
with his wings and spurs. The surgeon who dressed the 
wound pronounced it dangerous, the spur having divided the 
nerve of the eye, and caused a strabismus or squint, The 
cock was so ferocious that there is little doubt but if left 
alone he would have picked both the child’s eyes ou!t. The 
owner has consented that the game cock shall! be destroyed. 

EXcCeEsstvE DRINKING.—An inquest was held at the 
George, Bermondsey, respecting the death of Mr William 
Hurst, the proprietor of a large school in that parish, who 
was but 47 years of age, but whose appearance had rather 
that of 70 or 80. On Wednesday fortnight the deceased's 
wife was delivered of twins, and since that time he had 
been in a continual state of intoxication, and he sent the 
boys of his school to obtain the supply. Since Friday last 
he was unable to eat anything, but would oceasionally drink 
a cup of tea. A woman named Burnett saw him up to four 
o’clock on Tuesday morning, when he appeared asleep. She 
went again between seven and eight, and them he was dead. 
The beadle informed the coroner that formerly the deceased 
was in the habit of drinking 14 pints of gin aday. The 
poor widow and her family are now almost destitute. 

Tae Sarp Witt1amM Brown.—The consuls of England 
and the United States have placed in their true light the 
lamentable facts which took place after the loss of the 
William Brown; from it we learn that the frightful act of 
sacrificing some of the passengers in order to save the rest, 
is justified by the stern law of necessity, It is proved, that 
when the boats had separated after the vessel had sunk with 
the thirty passengers'on board, the long boat, deprived of 
her rudder, was in danger of sinking ; the sea ran high, and 
the boat making a great deal of water, presented the alterna- 
tive of all perishing, or saving some by the loss of the rest. 
Sixteen passengers were thrown into the sea. The leak was 
discovered, and the men were enabled to bale out the boat 
and row, which they could not have done before. The 
sacrifice of lives was commenced at ten o'clock at night, and 
the Crescent was in sight at six o'clock on the following 
morning. The women had been placed at the stern and 
bow of the boat, so as not to prevent its being worked, which 
explains the reason they were saved in such numbers. All 
were overcome by the cold, and almost all the passengers 
who were thrown into the sea made little or no resistance, 
the greater number being extended as dead in the boat. 

Missionary DisastTeER—26 Lives Lost.—A letter 
recently received from the wife of one of the American mis- 
siovaries in the Sandwich Islands, relates a stranye story :— 
* The brethren at Honolulu engaged a vessel, which was to 
go to Hawaii; it made its passage there, and was capsized 
and lost. All on board, consisting of 30 souls, were drowned, 
except four. When the accident occurred they were near 
shore, but the wind and current were against them, and they 
conyregated upon the rolling billows, and there, in distress, 
offered supplications to Him who could preserve them. 
They attempted to swim to Kahoolura. One man and his 
wife took a covered bucket and tied it to their bodies, and 
swam until the bucket came to pieces. The female swam 
for some time, but she saw her husband too weak to su port 
himself, She rabbed him until he could proceed. hey 
went on until Kahoolura was in sight; he became too feeble 
to proceed without assistance, and supported himself by 
holding to the hair of his wife’s head. She towed him for 
some time ; his hand let go the hold, and she tried to rouse 
him. She told him he must pray, he only uttered a few 
words. She held him and e for the shore, Within half 
a mile from the shore he was dead, and she was compelled 
to let go her hold to support herself, They had been in the 
water 30 hours.

Our columns are again so occupied with subjects of com- 
mercial interest and agitation, that we have little space to 
devote here to any occurrencee of a trading or commercial 
character, except such as might happen to be of great im- 
portance or unusual novelty, and nothing of that nature is 
there this week to report. 

In the cotton market of Liverpool a decided improvement 
was noticed on the 19th, the sales amounting to 4,000 bales 
at former prices; 150 Pernans and 250 Surats were taken by 
exporters. Previous to that day but little business had been 
doing, the sales hardly amounting to 1,500 bales. It has 
since continued. 

In the Manchester market there has been scarcely any 
change; the demand continuing idanimate, and the gradu- 
ally increasing stocks compelling many persons to sell at 
ruinous prices. The chief chance of improvement is in a 
great diminution of —* which, indeed, is rapidly 
taking place. Most of the spinners at Bolton, Rochdale, 
Bury, and Lancaster, have commenced, or are about com- 
mencing, to work four days per week only; and there is 
some expectation that a similar measure will be shortly 
adopted at Preston, in which case we believe it will become 
quite general throughout the district. The report from one 
ef the above places (Bolton) is that the condition of the 
working class in Clitheroe, Padiham, and the surrounding 
neighbourhood, is miserable beyond description. A cor- 
respondent in that quarter says it would puzzle a wise head 
to say in what manner many of them sustain existence. 
There are numbers of the hand-loom weavers entirely 
without employment, and of those who are employed, the aver- 
age wages Yo not amount to more than from 3s. to 6s, a week. 
We learn trom Rochdale, at the early part of the present 
week, that the market has been of a very discouraging 
nature, the demand being very limited, and prices uncom- 
monly low, The wool market * been quite as bad as the 
piece market, with little change in prices. The woollen and 
cotton trade in this town are both wing worse, ® 
several of the cotton factories are working only four days 4 
week, The poor rates are fast increasing, and the overseers 
find daily a greater difficulty in collecting them.
